The interview commenced at 10:16 a.m. at which time 
Special Agent R. J. IA JEUNZSSE, JR. presented Mr. LEARY a 
form entitled, “Interrogation; Advice of Rights". After reading 
the form LEARY signed the Waiver of Rights section of the form 
and the interview commenced. z 


Interviewing Agent personnel had in their possession 
considerable papers, documents, correspondence and other 
memorabilia beldénging to LEARY which had been obtained on 
July 16, LO74, from personnel of the Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA), Los Angeles, California. 


One of the items located among the papers in a folder 
was a letter on blue stationery directed to PTMOTHY LEARY, 
Le Dauphin Number One, Villers SVR - Orion, Switzerland.” 
It bears the return address of "KENNEDY, 1A Warwick Avenue, 
London W. 9, Englend." Upon gxamining this letter LEARY 
identified it as one sent to him in November 1971, from 
ELEANOR and MICHAEL KENNEDY, The contents of the letter are:

ELEANOR KENNEDY, wife of MICHAEL KENREDY , a San Francisco, 
California attorney, about whom he previously furnished 
information regarding KENNEDY's assistance in LEARY's 
escape from prison in 1970. 


With respect to the above described letter LEARY 
explained it was directed to him while he was Living in 
Switzerland folhowing his escape in the California Prison 
System in 1970. 


As best he can now recall the letter followed a 
personal visit to him madé by the KENNEDYs when LEARY was 
living in Villars, V.D., Switzerland, probably in late 
September or early October 1971. 


Another communication located among the LEARY 
documents is a cablegram bearing a dated stamp of "Central 
Telegraphique Alger" with the numbers "2-2- 1971." The text

Result of examination: 


Specimens ¢¢16 through Q63 were examined to determine 
if they contain coded or encrypted material. Most of these 
specimens consist of transcripts of textual material 
typical of "free association" writing. This type of writing, 
presumably meant to represent the thought process, does not 
always produce logical, complete sentences, and lends itself 
particularly well to codes of the "veiled" or “double 
meaning" variety. In this type of code, certain segments of 
seemingly innocuous statements hold special meanings obvious 
only to the communicators. These “veiled" meanings may have 
been derived from particular significant events in the 
experience of the correspondents or may have been previously 
determined and set forth as an arbitrarily selected group 
ef equivalents. 


Without benefit of Timothy Leary’s explanation of 
the meanings of the coded terms related to his escape and the 
participants therein, it is possible to state that the texts 
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ef specimens Q34, 35, 37, 39, 40, 41, 42, 44, 45, 46, 52 
and Qc50 and 51 are consistent with the type of text 
normally employed to transmit messages having "veiled" 
Meanings. The Qc50 and 51 photocopies of letters from 
Timothy to Rosemary Leary, when viewed independent of 
Timothy Leary's explanation of coded terms, but in light 
of subsequent events, i.e., the escape, can be said to 
refer, generally, to the escape of Leary from prison. 
Especially significant in this conclusion are the 
following statements in specimens Qc50 and 51 respectively: 


“The Beckett manuscript (referring to the escape 
plian)...should leave here Thursday or Friday. When you get 
it read it carefully beloved. It is a very important story... 
Listen to thé words carefully and you will see that it carries 
the solution to ail our problems. This man-uscript will 
bring everyone together and end paranoia, distrust and 
separation.” 


"Beloved...please contact MK and communicate to 
him the underlying message of my last two letters..." 


Explanations of Timothy Leary as to the meanings 
of symbols and statements contained in submitted specimens 
are plausible and consistent with subsequent events. 

No discrepancies in his interpretation of the true meaning 
of the specimens were noted.

editor, biographer, and bibkiographer since 1970. Some of it 
included material Dr. Leary had given me, inscribed to me, 

and so on. Attempts on my part to sepsrate from his archives 
these personal possessions were for the most part tfarted by 
Joanna Leary, acting always with the consent if no€ the verbal 
expressions of the other men. 


Joanna Leary and Irving Dean signed a handwritten document of 
transfer of the archives which I hurricdly propared as they 
were rushing out of py house after the archives were removed. 
Joanna Leary told me Dr. Leary would phone me that day or the 
next to explain this action, This did not occur. I imnediately 
arefted the foregoing portion of this letter but withheld it 
hoping for comrunication., The following morning I phoned 
Joanna Leary end informed her I wanted the archives returned -

Prior to LANYER's WeP.A. exployment, 
he followed the occupation of a roofer and fran 1926 to 1929 worked for 
various roofing contrectors, whose identities are not set out in the WsPeAs 
records. 


Zi. BASIS FOR INVESTIGATION 


no WR. S. EUGENE ALIEN, to whom MR, AINSHORTH referred the writer, 
advised that CLAUDE LAWYER is unknown to hin, and that no doubt CLAUDS 
LAWYER'S name was contained in a list of alleged Conmzunists enployed by the 
WePeAsy which he furnished to the Division of Investigation, WeP.A. during 
the spring of 1941. MR. ALLEN was interviened concerning all factual infor- 
mation or docuxentary evidence that he might have available to substantiate 
the complaint regarding LAWYER, He stated that he had no docuzentary evidence 
or factual information, and that he does not know of anyone rho might be able 
to substantiate that LAWYER has been or is a mecber of the Communist Party.

TIL, RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


At the Portland Police Department, WALTER BERT ODALE was con 
tacted, at which tine he furnished the following information. He stated 
that CLAUDS F. LAWYER was said to be a menbdr of the A. F. of L., and that 

i LAWYER signed the petition for the release of ‘DIRK! ‘DeJONGS;’ who was sent 
to prison in the year 1936 for Crininal syndiéaliss. This is the only in- 
formation MR, ODALE has in his files concerning LAWYER. MR. ODALE was also 
requested to search his files for the name JOHN EMERICK, an alias used by 
LAWNER, but he could find no record of such an individual. The Portland 
Police Departent has no record of an arrest’ for either ea or his alias 
EMERICK. 


Confidential Informants[—=————S—SCSC=*dt'Ceho se entities by 
are know to the Bureau, were contacted, but these individuals advised that 
they had never attended any Communist Party meetings at which LAWYER was 
present. The above informants could furnish no information whatsoever con~ 
cerning LAWYER. 


No documentary evidence was located during this inquiry establishing 
CLAUDE FREDERICK LAWYER or JOHN ELCRICK as a member of the Communist Perty, 
and there are no reports made to the Portland Field Division stating any 
factual information regarding the affiliation or sympathies of LAWYER under 
his true name or his Communist Party nanc.

Least $150,000, but no specific arrangement was made 
regarding an: agent's percentege. LEARY advised there. was 
never any question whatsoever to the current time that he 
is the legal owner of the LEARY archives, which were main- 
tained by ______land[__]as agents of the Fitzhugh 
Ludlow Memorial Library. 
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During this meeting, LEARY advised that the : 
LEARY papers and archives were located in the basement of 
his garage at 1230 Queens Road, Berkeley, California, and 
the ostensible purpose of the transfer of the archives to. 
“| | was to provide a safe place for their 
storage and to provide for their cataloguing and filing 
the documents. ' 


During this meeting, the LEARY archives were 
defined as all TIMOTHY LEARY papers from his attendance 
at high school to that time, including an extensive 
library of books, memorabilia, photographs, minor objects 
of art, souvenirs, manuscripts, and particularly all 
letters to or from TIMOTHY LEARY. No agreement in writing 
was ever reached concerning photostatic copies of the 
material in the LEARY archives except the archivists had 
permission to Xerox any material in the LEARY papers with 
the proviso that they have no right to copy material for 
their own purposes. , 

Subsequent to the first meeting and_prior to 
LEARY's escape, LEARY met with[___] and an 
additional two or three times at the prison where 
possible publication plans and reprints of previous 
TIMOTHY LEARY books were discussed. No formal contract 
was signed regarding[__———sdand[___ J acting as 
literary agents, but while at California Men's Colony- 
West, LEARY wrote several suggestions to the archivists 
regarding possible sharing profits, which were never 
formalized. | 


LEARY noted that he in fact paid certain monies 


to the archivists on several occasions for their expenses 


in maintaining the LEARY papers. Specifically, in approxi- 
mately September, 1972, he iG eee about $990 fron - 
royalties for their office expenses and at an unrecalled 
time sent an additional $400 from other royalties for 
their office expenses. 
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LEARY recalls the only written document bearing 
on his possession of the LEARY papers was executed in - 
Switzerland in 1972. LEARY typed out and signed a letter 
to ROSEMARY giving to her half of LEARY's rights to the 
archives during the period he and ROSEMARY were together, 
approximately August, 1965 to October, 1970. “ROSEMARY 
was to receive half of the profits for any material 
pertaining to this period sold by the archives,
